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Obstacles to Progress — 


How progress, even in southern California, sometimes 


moves with leaden feet, is shown thru the handicaps placet] 
against improvements contemplated by' the Pacific Electric 
company, with emphasis on its program in the east end of 
the county. 


The long fight to establish a union depot site in Los An- 


geles, which even now is before the supreme court, has halted 
the plans of the electric line to build an overhead railway 
from the Sixth street station to Covina junction. It has been 
mentioned in this newspaper several times in the last few 
years, and is again brot to attention by Ed Thomas of the 
Pacific Electric, in a speech before the members of the San 
Gabriel Valley Development association a few nights since. 


Until the plans of the steam lines can be reconciled, the 


Pacific Electric is held up in -its program to the east of the 
city of Los Angeles. Fifteen years ago, Thomas declares, the 
electric line was ready with plans, and was fully financed in 
this overhead project. The plan does not contemplate the 
following of the congested streets of the city, but to cut 
across thru a small manufacturing district, direct from the 
station to the junction. 


The matter came up as one of the phases of the proposed 


purchase by the county of 968 acres of land at El Monte for 
a major airport terminal. With an overhead functioning, the 
time from El Monte to the Los Angeles postoffice would be 
fifteen minutes. Patrons of this line eastward will quickly 
recognize what a difference in time it would make between 
Covina and the metropolitan area. 


The Pacific Electric lines carry thirty-five people to the 


metropolitan area while the automobiles carry one. This is 
a rather significant statement when you consider the relative 
questions of population and congestion. The downtown con- 
gestion is not caused by people, but by motor vehicles. The 
red car lines serve the people just thirty-five times as well 
as do the automobiles, while at the same time the railroad 
is penalized in every possible manner by the automobile 
congestion. 


The east end needs the rail overhead very keenly. It 


means the almost immediate expansion of all area east of the 
city from the Los Angeles river to San Bernardino. Every 
thinking citizen, especially property-owners in the east end, 
should give this very careful consideration, and be ready to 
provide pressure in behalf of this great rail line when the 
plaza depot tangle at last is unravelled. 


Get Air-Minded— 


Franklyn Thomas, member of the faculty of California 


Institute of Technology at Pasadena, points out in an address 
that the institution is now realizing definite results from 
elaborate windage tests in the laboratory devoted to the 
study of aeronautics. 


The Guggenheim fund alloted to this institution, amount- 


ing to $250,000, m?"-p ;t possible to build equipment, and to 
prepare for exhaustu experimentation in wind velocity and 
its effect upon types of aircraft. These experiments are now 
beginning to have an effect on the manner in which air ma- 
chines are constructed. 


It brings to mind the fact that southern California is 


recognized as the most ideal spot in America for the develop- 
ment of travel by air. Los Angeles county, blessed in count- 
less ways because of its climate, is to become the greatest 
of all airports, not merely to possess the one greatest airport, 
but to be an airport in itself, where aviation is to "receive 
its most pronounced impetus. 


The San Gabriel valley is inevitably to be the spot where 


aviation will show the greatest activity. Los Angeles county, 
favored above all other counties in the south because of air 
current conditions, temperatures, rapid ground drainage, is 
not desirable equally in all parts of it. The San Gabriel valley 
is the most desirable portion, by all odds. We, who live in this 
valley, had nothing to do with these facts. We have not in- 
fluenced the weather. It happens that it is just a fact. 


There is plenty that we can do along the lines of influence, 


however. We can work as a unit for a major air terminal, 
not allowing such a terminal to be located in a less favorable 
spot simply because we possessed no initiative. We must 
become air-minded, if not for our own satisfaction, then for 
the satisfaction of the boys and girls in our households.

Records Reveal 


Story of Original 
San Gabriel Dam 


Linked with the $(25,000,000 San 


Gnhrie] rlnrn under way, is the story 
of the original dam in San Gabriel 
valley, which was dug out of musty 
Spanish "Archives City" yesterday 
by Secretary A. R. Kilgore of the 
Title Guarantee and Trust company. 


In 1845 Governor Pio Pico gave 


Hugo Reid a clear Spanish title to 
the famous Santa Anita ranch, which 
later passed to "Lucky" Baldwin. 
On May 
29, 1847. Reid sold 
the 


rancho to Henry Dalton for $2700. 


Reid evidently was a man of vis- 


ion, for he retained possession of 
the dam site, not including it in the 
sale of the three leagues of rancho 
land. 


An excerpt from the record of the 


transaction follows: 


"Doth sell and grant unto Sor Don 


Enrique Dalton and his heirs, th 
rancho known by the name of Santa 
Anita, consisting of three leagues of 
land (tres sitios de Granado Mayor) 
with houses, corrals and some fruil 
trees excepting only a lot of land 
situate in the rear of the garden am"

Shows Decrease 
in Rail Accidents 


Showing a reduction in accidents 


of l-i.y/r in which Pacific Electric 
cars, trains and motor coaches were 
involved during 1928 over 1927, D. 
AV. Pontius, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the railway, yester- 
day issued a statement concerning 
the large decrease in recordable ac- 
cidents during 1928. 


Recording a reduction of 1056 less 


accidents of all classes, the decrease 
last year was the sixth consecutive 
year that Pacific Electric traffic acci- 
dents have been reducqd. Even the 
most minor accident is recorded and 
investigation made to prevent a re- 
currence. As showing the yearly pro- 
gram being made, it wt.s stated that 
in 1923 the total number of acci- 
dents reached 10,436 and in 1928 
had been reuduced to 6,330, or 39%. 


Mr. Pontius pointed out that the 


past few years' record had been 
achieved despite the fact that auto- 
mobile registration in Los Angeles 
alone had increased annually from 
thirty to fifty thousand, wliich in- 
crease has added immeasurably to 
highway hazards. The rail way's'exe- 
cutive 'cited the fact that while there 
was a matcrlnfl reduction in all 
classes of accidents, "interference 
with vehicles" showed a reduction 
of 517, or about half of the entire 
reduction. He termed this record as 
being "particularly noteworthy." 


Another outstanding feature of the 


year's record was the fact that not 
a single fatality to passengers on 
Pacific Electric trains resulted in 
the 35,000,000 miles which its pas- 
senger equipment traveled 
during 


1928.

1300 registered planes. Seventy-five 
per cent of this number are in south- 
ern California, Jie pointed out. 


The speaker said that the El Monte

William Fox, chief engineer of the 


regional planning commission for the 
county, gave the citizens an extend- 
ed explanation of the airport situa- 
tion, showing all the proposed sites 
on the map, and disclosing by graphs 
the future of southern California in 
relation to air traffic. Altho we are 
in the habit of thinking of foreign 
countries as surpassing the" United 
States in air travel, the facts are 
that in all Europe there are bnt 
2705 commercial planes, while the 
United States now has 3900 in com- 
mercial business, forty per cent of 
which are in southern -California, he 
said, Eighty per cent of the forty 
per cent are in Los Angeles county, 
proving that ideal conditions here 
are recognized. • 


The planning engineer predicted 


that huge air terminals will be b:ult 
in zones everywhere; that the big 
terminal will always be highly nec- 
essary: that the terminals will be 
fed by satellite landing fields—in 
other words, that the people of the 
near future will use small planes as 
we now use taxis and automobiles 
and will be carried from their imme 
diate neighborhood in small planes 
to the terminals, there to embark on 
long trips, the same being true of 
the assembling of mail and mcrchan 
disc. 


The long runways will always b 


necessary because, altho planes o: 
small types will probably take oi 
in twenty feet in the future, th 
manufacturers are now working on 
planes that will carry 100 or even 
150 passengers.
